It Is an old but clever trick to pre­ 
tend to speak on a subject and then 
evade the issue. 
Mr. Collins may 
have been able to strengthen the pre­ 
judice of some in his audience, but as 
a whole I believe that he underesti­ 
mated the intelligence of those pres* 
ent.

As I have never seen any article 
written nor heard any man who could 
logically argue to prove the fallacy 
of socialistic principles, I was curious 
to hear Mr. Collins when he lectured 
aga.list socialism in our city.

An evidence to that effect was in par.

enough to make a statement. 


To a too great extent he must have 
thought that his hearers were per­ 
f e c t ignorant of socialistic princi­ 
ples and that they were mostly re­ 
ligious fanatics. 
I came to this con­ 
clusion by the absurd charges made 
against socialism and socialists. 
To 
pretend proof of his statements he 
quoted different authors, abstracted 
sentences from their proper connec­ 
tions, and twisted them to suit his 
purposes. 
Some of his absurd statements were 
to the effect that 
socialism 
stood 
against the ten commandments, that 
it denied the existence of God, and 
that it was an enemy to labor unions. 
It is an old but clever trick to pre­ 
tend to speak on a subject and then 
evade the issue. 
Mr. Collins may 
have been able to strengthen the pre­ 
judice of some in his audience, but as 
a whole I believe that he underesti­ 
mated the intelligence of those pres* 
ent. 
Socialism, as I understand it. ad­ 
vocates an extension of democracy to 
industry. 
The principle of socialism, 
therefore, is strictly American and In 
harmony with our form of govern­ 
ment.

Secretary G arrison’s Estim ates Bigger

Nov. 
27. — Record 
breaking estimates for army appro­ 
priations were laid before congress by 
the w’ar department.
